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More than 10,000 employees 
of Chrylser Canada Ltd. return- 
ed to work , on Monday after 
they overwhelmingly ratified a 
weekend settlement reached by 
Chrysler Chairman Lee Iacocca 
and United Auto Workers 
Canada President Bob White. 

To the surprise of .many 
observers, the United Auto 
Workers Canada has made a 
collective agreement with 
Chrysler Canada. This casts 
aside doubts that the recently- 
formed union would not have 
the strength to negotiate with 
the company. 

The settlement follows the 
Canadian pattern set last fall in 
contracts between UAW 
Canada and General Motors of 
Canada Ltd. and Ford Motor 
Co. of Canada. Thé settlement 
ogives the Chrysler workers im- 
mediate parity in wages, 
benefits and pensions with their 



counterparts at the other two 
major automakers 

A Chrysler assembler current- 
ly earning $13.63 an hour will 
earn $15.23 an hour, based on a 
four per cent inflation rate. The 
settlement will also add an im- 
mediate 55 cents an hour to a 
Chrysler Canada assemblers 
wage, bringing it to $14.18 an 
hour. An additional 24 cents 
will be added on by next 
September. 

Unlike the GM and Ford 
agreements, the Chrysler con- 
tract will give the workers 
'catch-up' compensation for 
concessions employees made 
when the company was having 
financial troubles. According to 
union estimates, the concessions 
cost each worker up to $20,000. 
The new contract will give pre- 
sent and retired employees a 
$1000 payment, while widows 
of retirees will get $600. 

In addition, the contract 



allows Chrysler workers to 
cash-in the company shares they 
were given in return for contract 
concessions'. *\ 

As part of the parity agree- 
ment, the company will gain a 
concession on pay rates for 



newly-hired employees. 
Previously, Chrysler workers 
started at a rate 60 cents lower 
than the scale for their 
classification. Now, the starting 
rate will be lowered to 85 per 
cent of scale, bringing it in line 



with GM and Ford. 

According to union represen- 
tatives the ratification meeting 
was the highest ever for 
Chrysler workers and 97.2 per 
cent voted in favor of the now 
contract.

Hospital workers protest job cuts

During their lunch break, 
employees of the Royal Victoria 
Hospital have been protesting 
new cuts of 19 full-time posi- 
tions and four part-time posi- 
tions. Over 300 full-time jobs 
have been cut in the last five 
years. 

The latest job cuts to. dietary 
staff will further reduce the 
quality of service patients now 
receive, according to hospital 



meals and overall inferior ser- • 
vice," he said.

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Concordia admits sexist funding unfair 



MONTREAL (CUP) — The 
Concordia University Athletics 
Department is bracing for a ma- 
jor overhaul to give women a 
larger role in athletics, follow- 
ing a report by a committee in- 
vestigating a series of im- 
proprieties. , 

More than 80 per cent of their 
athletics budget went to men's 
teams while women's teams and 
intramural sports were left to 
fight oyer the rest. Also, the 
men's basketball team is now on 
a one-year probation for in- 
directly paying some players. 

The rclevations were made 
known in a series of 1983 ar- 
ticles appearing in The Link, 

; Concordia's student newspaper, 
which won this year's Rolling 
Stone investigative journalism 
award for the articles. 

jj À seven-member university 
commission investigating The 
! Link' s charges took more than a 
year to submit its final report. 
Some of the recommendations 
are: 

[I ; The position of athletic 
director must alternate between 

\ a male and female. 

' ; • Priority should be given to 

! the hiring of female personnel 
in all areas of women's pro- 
grammes. Currently wouen 
hold no major positions in the 
department. Even the director 
of women's athletics is a man. 

• At least 50 per cent of the 
budget should go to fitness and 
recreation (intramurals). 1 

• The name of the department 
should be changed to "Depart- 
ment of Fitness, Recreation and 
Athletics""from Department of 
Physical Education and 
Athletics. 

The Concordia Council on 
Student Life (CCSL) — the 
body which funds athletics — 
.approved most of the recom- 



mendations except for splitting 
the budget equally between var- 
sity and intramural sports. 

Athletics Director Ed Enos 
argued vehemently against the 
proposal, saying varsity sports 
is more expensive to run due to 
travel costs and other factors. 

At McGill the disparity in 
funding between intramural and 
varsity sports is not much bet- 
ter. Intramurals receive only 23 



per cent of what varsity sports 
get, even though 5,000 students 
are involved in intramurals and 
only 500 in varsity sports. Ten 
of the 25 competitive intramural 
leagues are for women. 

Jan Meyer, McGHPs Service 
Program Coordinator, said they 
would offer more women's 
sports if there was an interest. 
"We're willing to try almost 
anything," she said, "but most 



women seem to be more in- 
terested in the instructional pro- 
grams like aerobics." 

Women are not encouraged 
to participate in sports by the 
time they reach the CEGEP 
level, she said. Also while sports 
is mandatory in high school, 
CEOEP sports are unstruc- 
tured. 

"The chances of women pick- 
ing it up again in university is 



slim," she said. "In that respect 
women from Ontario, and other 
provinces where sports go up to 
grade 13, have an advantage." 

McGill has never had a review 
of this kind in its sports pro- 
gramme. Harry Zarins, McGill 
Intercollegiate Sports Coor- 
dinator, said he has never seen 
or heard of any recommenda- 
tions in the spirit of those made 
at Concordia.

OTTAWA (CUP) — The 
struggling Canadian sub- 
sidiaries of U.S. textbook giants 
are raising prices and changing 
editions to try and maintain 
their profits. 

And students are retaliating 
by buying used texts, photoco- 
pying more, and shopping for 
books in the United States, thus 
driving prices still higher. 

Most textbooks used in col- 
lege and university courses 
come from the U.S. But 
bookstores can only buy U.S. 
books through the American 
publisher's Canadian represen- 
tative. 

George Franks, manager of 
the bookstore at McGill Univer- 
sity, said the subsidiaries Holt 
Rhinehart, Prentice-Hall, John 
Wiley and Sons and others, are 
responsible for driving McGill 
.;.bookstore prices 10 per cent a 
Wear in the past five yean. He 



cheaper if he could buy them 
straight from the U.S. 
publisher. 
,"By the time' this goes 
through the system they're jack- 
ing up the price 40 or 5C pei 
cent," Franks said. "But we're 
forced to deal with the agent. 
We can't deal directly." 

William Wasserman's Ap- 
plied Linear Statistical Models 
costs $30.95 at the Coop, Har- 
vard University's bookstore. 
That's $42.09 Canadian. 

But at the University of Ot- 
tawa bookstore, Wasserman's 
book costs $52.50.

Many women in the apparent shelter of university see feminism as having little relevance to their 
lives. University often provides the first exposure to political and social ideas and movements outside 
those of the mainstream, and it takes openness and thought to appreciate them. Among those who 
have been exposed to feminist philosophy, a growing attitude seems to be the need now to go beyond 
feminism, that it has served its limited use and we should try to "reconcile" the differences between 
the sexes. And, of course, conservatives would have us believe that the Women's Movement is out to 
destroy the nuclear family and traditional values, leading to the destruction of Western Society as we 
know it. 

Feminism is most basically an awareness of the status of women, politically, economically and 
socially in society. From an historical perspective we* can see the attitudes in religious and social 
thought that created our history of subjection and has led to our current status. And we can draw con- 
nections to similar situations in diverse cultures. 

There is a tad t assumption that the more obnoxious forms of sexism do not affect women at univer- 
sity. However, they are just as prevalent— only varying in their subtlety. The fraction of female pro- 
fessors in faculties other than Nursing, Social Work and Education Is deplorable, especially consider- 
ing the women's quiet acknowledgement that men move up the hierarchy faster. And there are pro- 
portionally even fewer women in administration. There is still no sexual harassment policy, despite the 
recognized need. And the Women's Studies minor available is a very weak "interdisciplinary" 
miscellany. 

There is still too much to learn and explore to bypass a feminist awareness of the world around us. 
Attempts to aggrandize the progress made by the women's movement thus far cannot change the stark 
facts that one In five women are victims of sexual harassment in their workplace; women do not have 
full legal control of their bodies; women earn 59 % of what men in equal positions earn, as a few ex- 
amples.

Socialists vs. Apartheid 

How will Apartheid be smashed? 

The rather fatuous editorial comment by Colin Tomlins and Brendan Weston in last Monday's 
Dally nevertheless provides an opportunity to discuss what attitude socialists and anti-racists in 
Canada should take to the African National Congress(A.N.C.), which alongside the United 
Democratic Front represents the main force in the black resistance to Apartheid. 

Part of the answer is clear: we should support the A.N.C. unreservedly and unconditionally 
against Botha's regime. We defend their right to take up arms, we call for the release of their 
political prisoners like Nelson Mandela, and applaud its courage and its victories. 

Thus far, Colin and Brendan would no doubt agree. But they then go on to argue that such 
support must be uncritical. We disagree. We criticize the A.N.C. belief in a cross-class alliance of • 
all blacks and 'democratic' whites, and Its relative neglect of the role of the black industrial work- 
ing class. 

We criticize the A.N.C. emphasis on armed struggle. Botha's regime has a monopoly of force. 
The South African state is armed to the teeth. Added to this is the potential mobilization of the 
well-organized and armed white South Africans who are prepared to fight for Apartheid. 

We also criticise the 'stages' theory, of democracy now and socialism later. This leads to a will- 
ingness to negotiate and compromise with big business internationally and inside South Africa. 
Giant Anglo-American Corporation is certainly prepared to negotiate with the A.N.C., a process 



which is getting publicised support from our very own tiiian Mulroney. AX ,„, 

Strikes can then be seen as a means of increasing the bargaining strength of the A.N.C. in 
negotiations for a black government, not as the embryo of a struggle by workers to take over and 
control the mines and factories of companies like Anglo-American. 

The new, independent black trade unions have mushroomed over the past four years, and there 
has been a growing strike wave which has added a whole new dimension to the situation. Organis- 
ed workers, whilst a minority of the population, have created an enormous potential power to 
cripple the regime and smash apartheid. This can overcome the limitations of armed struggle. 

How can the political militancy in the townships be combined with the growing power of in- 
dependent black trade unions to defeat Botha7 What is the developing situation in South Africa, 
and how can Apartheid be smashed? These are some of the questions which will be explored in 
greater depth at a meeting next Wednesday, October 30 at 16h30 in the .Union, Room B9-10. All

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Life: A moot point 



' Life, Death. These two apparently simple words are at the heart of heated discussion between 
physicians, judges, lawyers, philosophers, ministers of religion, and others, in defending their 
views on when life begins and when death occurs. 

Courts are often asked to settle disputes involving the issues of life and death. This judicial in- 
tervention into otherwise and hitherto private area of human activity is relatively recent. With the 
development of revolutionary techniques designed to keep humans alive, judges and lawyers are 
faced with having to define and redefine the boundaries of human life, and the rights which are 
attached to the judicial person. 

In the clinical setting, the range of situations which involve life and death decisions is broaden- 
ing every day. Some questions must be answered before this situation gets out of hand. 

Consider the case of Ronald, a fourteen year old boy who was shot in the head. Although the 
child is not brain dead, doctors consider his case to be hopeless and believe nothing can be 
surgically done to help him. The issues involved are tint of all the withholding and withdrawal of 
treatment to patients who are in a permanent and vegetative state and secondly, transplantation of 
human organs where the expediency of the decision to declare dead is important. 

Consider the case of baby girl Betsy who was born with severe mental and/or physical 
disabilities. Should we authorize elective surgery knowing she will be able to survive for only a 
short time? 

Consider the case of a ten-month-old child suffering from leukemia whose parents refuse to per- 
mit life-saving therapy for religious reasons. They want to take the child to a faith healing service. 
Should the physician accede to the parents' desires? Should legal remedies ensure treatment for the 
child? What are the limits of religious and parental authority when a child's medical care is at 
stake? ■ 

The controversies involved in these three case studies will be discussed at length during the con- 
ference on Biomedical Ethics and the Law in the Clinical Setting which is to take place on 
Wednesday, October 30th in the Moot Court of the Faculty of Law from lOhOO to 16h00. 

Speakers attending the conference will be Dr. Bernard Leduc M.D., Ob.-Gyn. from Notre 
Dame Hospital; Me. Edith Ddeury, Professor of Law at Laval University; Dr. Dawson Schultz, 
clinical ethldst at the Montreal Children's Hospital; Reverend Roger Balk, member of the Institu- 
tional Review Committee at the Royal Victoria Hospital; and Ted Keyserlingk from the Law 
Reform Commission of Canada. 

. Everyone is invited to attend the conference which will bring a better appreciation of the com- 
plexity of issues and emotions Involved in such fundamental questions of life and death.

In light of the recent resurgence of 
fundamentalist christian' interest groups 
in North America, (especially the crea- 
tion scientists) it was with great interest 
that I read Cameron Eckert's article 
Evolution vs Creation in the Oct.02 edi- 
tion of the Daily (science edition). 

Intérestng though it was, I cannot ac- 
cept his hypothesis of a "spiritual crea- 
tion" which, "raised (man) above the 
level of the rest of thejbeasts of the 
earth", approximately six thousand 
years ago; unless I first reject the body 
of knowledge accumulated by 
geologists, paleontologists and ar- 
cheologists over the last several hundred 
years. This is the knowledge which has ! 
given relative dales to the earth's 
sediments and rocks and which, in turn, 
has allowed us to date the fossils and 
human cultural remains they contain. 

You sec, Mr.Eckert's hypothesis fails 
to consider, for example, all those peo- 
ple who Inhabited any number of highly 
developed, agriculturar communities in 
what arç . now' Turkey and Iran.'

In light of the above, I don't see how 
Mr.Eckert's hypothesis can, as he 
hoped, reconcile the christian and scien- 
tific explanations of man's origins and 
evolution. As far as I can see, there is no 
reason to suppose that our 
psychological and spiritual development 
isn't based simply in the fact that we 
evolved a larger brain than some of our 
evolutionary relatives. To claim that we, 
unlike other animals, have a "soul" is 
no answer as no one seems to agree on 
what exactly a soul is, if indeed we do 
have them. 

The real stumbling block in this 
debate is the fact that one group is 
throwing apples and the other oranges. 
Science deals in observable facts and in 
hypotheses and theories which can be 
tested and (perhaps more importantly) 
falsified. It is always possible to imagine 
observations or experiments which 
would disprove practically any 
hypothesis or theory ever proposed by 
man. They arc, by definition, 
falsiflable. Scientific creationism, on 
the other hand, in the words of Stephen 
Jay Gould, "is a self-contradictory, 
nonsense phrase precisely because it 
cannot be falsified. ..unbeatable systems 
are dogma, not science." 

In terms of his way of thinking, 
Mr.Eckert is close on the heels of the 
creationists. He has proposed an 
hypothesis which has no apparent basis 
in fact but which springs (I assume) 
from his imagination. It cannot be 
tested and is therefore un article of faith 
(assuming lie develops a following).

Ferguson told the Daily that 
"this is an ideological bias. 
Refugees from Communist 
countries are treated much, 
much better. 

"Canada's policies are in 
contradiction of its stated 
political and moral basis," said 
Ferguson. "This country has 
been partly built on the cheap 
labour of immigrants, and 
Canada has amoral responsibili- 
ty to them. We can afford to let 
a lot more in." 

Later on, Heap said "they 
(refugees) have committed no 
crime, and if they are under 
suspicion of imposing a threat 
to the community, they should 
be provided with a lawyer and a 
translator." 

Heap has promised to bring 
up the entire case before the 
standing committee on employ- 
ment and immigration in Ot- 
tawa. 

Over 100 refugees are still be- 
ing detained under the same 
conditions.
